GREATER PARTICIPATION 


The Association . . . the heart of the 
school, from whence the pulse begins 
. . . as it directs intramural sports, 
makes school laws, gives interests to 
many in the form of active participa- 
tion in school government, represents 
the spirit of the organization ... its 
functions pushed far beyond those of 
normal times because of the national 
emergency, stress the inner strength, 
the intensity of feeling of the school 
which means so much to all who are 
a part.

The Association, consisting of every member of 
H.H.S. from the lowly freshman to the suave senior, 
made the laws, both enjoyable and hard to under- 
stand and even harder to abide by, for our school 
life. 

The main bodies of the association are the officers, 
the president’s cabinet, the Senate, and the House 
of Representatives, and the court. 

Thor Kolle. was president and head of the school 
government the last year. His assistant in the office 
of vice-president and speaker of the House was 1 om 
Flynn. Kay Kimmel was recorder and kept a record 
of the business carried on in all meetings. Depart- 
ment heads made up the president’s cabinet and 
advisory. They were Secretary of Social Activities, 
Jack McAnulty; Secretary of Public Safety, Donnie 
Zizoff; Secretary of Student Discipline. Spero 
Gregory; Secretary of Red C ross, Ed Peglow; and 
Secretary of Association Publicity, Jean Bacon. 

Ten students, three seniors, three juniors, two 
sophomores, and two freshmen, made up the Senate 
which acts much as the U. S. Senate. Miss Taylor 
was the sponsor. 

Each advisory elected one of its members to rep- 
resent it in the House. It works in the same manner 
as the Senate and in cooperation with it. Miss Scott 
acted as sponsor. 

The court, made up of one member from each 
of the four classes, handled all school law violators. 


Paper collections became a routine part of every 
Tuesday and Friday. Each student was requested to 
bring at least the papers from the day before to add 
to the ever growing pile of newspapers and magazines 
which were collected and sold to the junk man. The 
paper helped Uncle Sam in our war effort and the 
money went to the American Red Cross to help in 
its campaign against suffering in this world of conflict. 
Don Applegate and the Salvage Committee had 
charge of the paper drive. 

A radio program telling of the activities of the 
Association and the part the war was playing in 
school life was given over WJOB. 

An intra-mural basketball tournament was spon- 
sored and supervised by the Association. It was won 
by Miss Reeder’s advisory. Miss Cunningham’s ad- 
visory was runner-up. 

Since the Association is patterned after the na- 
tional government, they were given the United States 
as their project in the Pan-American Revue. Ice 
cream and delicacies peculiar to the United States 
were sold. 

Auditorium sessions were given at the beginning 
of each semester at which the officers were intro- 
duced and the functions of the Association were ex- 
plained. Also, welcome cards, signed by the three 
officers, were given to each new member. They were 
personalized by having the student s name on his 
card. 

The officers of the Association attended the state 
convention at Anderson, and after much talking, 
they were successful in having our candidate, Bob 
Lynch, elected in the capacity of State President of 
Indiana High School governments. Therefore, the 
state convention will be held at Hammond High 
next year. 

Elections for the following year’s administration 
were held under the supervision of the Senate. 
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Doing their part in extending dem- 
ocracy to the student body, the House 
of Representatives, modeled from our 
House in Washington, cooperated with 
the rest of the administration to make 
our school a better institution.

On September 12. the football team started tbe 
1941 season happily by trampling Tbornton of Har- 
vey 30-0. To tbe tune of Wildcat fans shouting 
themselves hoarse, Horace Mamala, new senior var- 
sity man, hippity-bopped around everyone tbe length 
of tbe field to score twice. Fred Rovai, tbe invincible, 
ploughed through to score three times. 

Chief criticism of the Cats was their disorganized 
appearance and their lack of pass defense. Despite 
the lack of team unity, Hammondites felt the season 
well opened. 

The bright evening of September 16, was dulled 
a little by the victory of the Emerson Tornadoes” 
over the Cats. Score: 20-12. The Purple still seemed 
to need team integrity and improved pass defense. 

Captained by Jerry Matosec, Hammond again 
discharged its traditional annual duty of thrashing 
the Roosevelt Rough Riders. Jack Georgas, senior 
guard, blocked the conversion kick of the Roosevelt 
star. Teddy Zych, thereby preventing the point which 
would have made a tie out of a close 7-6 victory. 

After two weeks’ tough drill on batting down 
passes. Coach Huffine loosed the Cats on the Wash- 
ington congregation. A perfect pass sailed from 
Lukoshus to Art Mattox, who tallied after a 40 yard 
sprint along the side lines. The revamped defense 
against an aerial barrage did its duty against the 
sharp-eyed Washington pigskin tossers. Finally Fred 
Karhohs drove like a tractor through the broken Sena- 
tor lines to score the second time for Hammond. 
Final score was 13-0. 

On October 14 Hammond High played its city 
rival, George Rogers Clark, to gain an easy victory 
with a score of 13-7. 

The Whiting Oilers had no sludge in their crank 
cases the night of October 25, even though Ham- 


mond nosed them out 8-7. A safety in the first quar- 
ter gave the Wildcats a two point edge. Whiting 
scored and converted in the third quarter to change 
the score to 7-2 in their favor. Mamala caught a 
short pass and veered across the line, the kick miss- 
ing, to make the game the hardest earned victory 
at 8-7. 

Old Jup Pluvius contributed his own part of 
the show the evening of October 30, Homecoming 
night. Portsmouth checked out with a loss of 10 
points. Score: 19-9. 

Two weeks later, the cats confidently heat Ham- 
mond Tech, 25-12. However, Tech’s lack of weight’ 
was not matched by a lack of spirit, and Hammond 
was kept busy throughout the game. 

The morning of November 20 saw the Cats hoard- 
ing a south-hound train. November 22 saw them on 
the same football field with the Sidney Lanier team. 
Hammond’s superiority was immediately evident. 
Lukoshus’ passing coupled with Matosec’s snatching 
made long gains. Fred Karhohs, hero of the battle 
scored twice. Final score: 26-14. 

The Lanier game finished the season. Under the 
coaching of Karl Huffine, Hammond came through 
with an eminently successful team.

Tli is year s hardwood campaign got off to a rous- 
ing start when the Wildcats downed Emerson s 
Tornadoes by a 25-23 count. Gage canned the 
clincher in the last minute. Showing good form the 
team then defeated Washington. Fort Wayne 
(North), and Valparaiso by respective scores of 44- 
28, 25-23, and 41-22. In their next game the Cats 
met the undefeated Tigers from Tech. Having led 
throughout three full quarters, they finally fell after 
a scorching Tech rally 24-16. Somewhat disheartened 
by this loss, the Purple won only one of their next 
five engagements. They were upset 35-28 by an up 
and coming team from Clark hut bounced right hack 
to nip powerful Froeble 41-35. The fireworks started 
after the Froeble contest. South Bend Central, 
Roosevelt, and Fort Wayne Central all won over 
the hapless Wildcats. The respective scores were 
39-25, 35-55, 46-19. There was some consolation, 
however, in the fact that these were three of the 
outstanding teams in the state. Especially brilliant 
in these defeats was "Curly’ Piatek who registered 
22 points. The Cats once again found the victory 
road and downed Tolleston in a 39-37 thriller. 
Washington and Valpo followed 33-29 and 48-22 
to bring the Purple’s won and lost record to 8 and 5. 
Hammond lost their Led for revenge against Tech 


when they again yielded to their city rivals 29-21. 
Compensating for their poor showing against Tech, 
the hoys then walloped Muncie Central 50-25 and 
followed with victories over Whiting 40-34 and 
Lew Wallace 39-32. Traveling to Gary s Memorial 
Gym to engage high rated Horace Mann, the Purple 
played one of their most inspired games of the season 
before being edged out 46-40. Clark, lighting for a 
share in the city title championship, then closed 
Hammond High’s regular season by defeating them 
32-28. 

This loss gave the Purple a won and lost total of 
11 and 8 for a percentage of .579. This is a very 
commendable record when you consider the caliber 
of the opposition. In compiling this record the Cats 
ammassed a total of 635 points against their op- 
ponents 597. 

Hammond High had the luckiest draw in the East 
Chicago sectional.

TRACK SQUAD WON 
SECOND IN STATE 

This year s track men, under the guidance of 
Coach "Whity" Wonsowitz carried Hammond s 
colors in a manner which was typical of great Ham- 
mond teams in the past. Starting the year, the hoys 
travelled to Fort Wayne to engage the ’41 state 
champion North Side team. Hammond showed fine 
possibilities in the meet although they lost 59-39. 
Eager for a victory, the harriers then engaged Ham- 
mond Tech. Lew Wallace, and Emerson of Gary. 
The hoys ran away with the show as they piled up 
81 points. South Bend Central then succumbed 64- 
34. The first big test for the harriers came in the 
Gary State Indoor Meet. The team again placed 
second to the well balanced aggregation from North 
Side hut made a fine showing in heating 13 other 
teams entered in the field. Outstanding in this meet 
was Boldt who finished first in both the 880 and 
the mile run. In the next meet the Cats copped the 
city championship with firsts in eleven of thirteen 
events, against Tech and Clark. 

Only outstanding feature of the lolleston meet 
was Mamala’s 10 flat 100 yard dash. In the next 
meet Froebel beat the harriers when they nosed out 
the 880 relay team in a photo finish. Three days 
later, however. Hammond proved its superiority over 
Froehel by coasting to victory in the Roosevelt relays. 
The 880 team gained sweet revenge when it beat 
Froebel’s fast team. The following meet with Emer- 
son proved uneventful as the boys chalked up an 
80-31 score. 

In the Western Conference Qualifications, a meet 
which is practically the same as the Roosevelt Re- 
lays, Hammond was closely pressed hut still qualified 
14 men for the N.I.H.S.C. finals. As was expected 
Hammond again finished second to North Side for 
the Northern Indiana Championship. 

In the East Chicago sectional, the Wildcats 
romped to victory, scoring a total of 73 !4 points. 

The Purple qualified both relay teams and eleven 
individual positions for the state finals. 

Mamala won the 100 and the 220; Prymuski 
threw the shot 51.5 feet; and Eddie Pelc ran a 51.5
